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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 



Claims 3-10 are the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. The recitation of the electrode locations seem to claim the body part of 
the human as well which is impermissible. If applicant were to change the phrase 
to " adapted to be located" the rejection under 35 USC 101 will be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 1-2, 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
examiner cannot find support in applicant's specification of the "extension" 
portion" of the signal. The examiner also cannot find in the specification where 
the recording member can be programmed to record at certain hours, days or 
dates. Instead the specification states that such may be specified for viewing. 
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Thus it would appear that the device simply records all data and can later be 
retrieved for analysis. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Haugland et al US 2003/0144710 in view of Nelson et al 
USPN 5,586,557. The examiner relies upon those corresponding components 
identified in the office action mailed 2-23-2006 with the following comments 
directed to the added portions. The examiner considers the plateau region of the 
stimulation profiles in figures 14+ to include a and intial stimulation portion in the 
1/4 of the plateau followed by and extension portion in the remaining 3/4 of the 
plateau duration. With regard to the "programmable recording", to the extent that 
any sensor recording meets the claim language, based upon the noted lack of 
support in the applicant's specification noted above, the Nelson reference would 
suggest recording that would also support the claim language. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Haugland et al US 2003/0144710 in view of Haugland et al US 2003/0144710 in 
view of Nelson et al USPN 5,586,557 as applied to claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-10 above, 
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and further in view of Sieracki et al US 2004/0143302. See office action of 2-23- 
2006 for explanation. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8-28-2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The examiner has offered explanation for the interpretation of 
how the amendments meet the claim language.
